The general agent of the Amerioan Emi- 
grant Company gives the following :— 

1, Keep sheep dry under foot with litter. 
This is even more necessary than roofing 
them. Never let them stand or lie in mud 
or snow, 

2. Take up ram lambs early in the sum- 
mer, and keep them up until December 1st, 
following, when they may be turned out, 

8. Drop or take out the lowest bare, thus 
saving broken limbs, 

4. Count every day. 

5. Begin graining with tho greatest care, 
and use the smallest quantity at first. 

6, If a ewe lose her lamb, mill her daily 
for a few days, and mix a little alam with 
her salt. 

7. Let no hogs eat with sheep in the

8. Give the lambs a little mill feed in 
time of weaning, 

9. Never frighten sheep if possible to 
ayoid it. 

10, Sow rye for weak ones in cold weath»

12, If any sheep is hurt, catch it at once 
and wash the wound; and if itis fly time, 
apply spirits of turpentine daily, and al-

As many persons. are contemplating: mi« 
Brating to the Far Wost of Canada this 
season, it may be of interest to learn some 
thing of the Canadian route. From Mr, 
Langevin’s report we tind that the total dis« 
tance from Fort William to Fort Garry 1 
451 miles, thus made up; Thunder Bay 
toad, 45; Fort Garry rond, 95; navigable 
sections and portages, 311 miles, The 
Thonder Bay road Was gravelled in several 
places during the year precoding the re 
port, and, although the soil is mostly of « 
aiff red clay, easily out up by vehicles, the 
toad was maintained in a very effective 
condition. Communication had been 
@reatly facilitated by the improvements 
made ou’ the Centre section. Dams bad 
been built and excavations made, 20 as to 
facilitate the pussage of the steam launches 
and reduce'the numberof portages. It was 
intended that two powerful steamboats 
should ply upon Rainy Lake, Rainy River 
and Lake of the Wooda last season (1872), 


but the contractors having !niled, the con- 
tracts had to be cancelled lest spring. ‘The 
building of these bouts has sinde been con- 
tinued by day labour, and it is sald they 
Will be ready in time for this year's opera 
fiona. The, Fort Garry or Dawson road has 
also been, much improyed, and travel there- 
on greatly facilitated. 

The arrangements made for the trans~ 
port of emigrants were quite satisfactory. 
Steam launches continued to ply on most 
of the navigable sections, and horses and 
Waggons were,fally provided on the differ 
ént eections of land trayel, 60 a8 to prevent 
doy, delay or inconyenience to travellers, 
Commodious houses for emigrants bave 
been erected at convenient intervals along 
the route, 

The new rates of passage established by 
the Department contrast £0 favorably with 
the large amount required to reach Port 
Garry through the United States —$60 to 
$80—that the Canadian route to Manitoba 
must be more generally used when its ad- 
vantages come to be more largely known, 

Daring the session of Tuesday while in 
Committee on Supply, the sum of $198,« 
000 was voted to improve the Red River 
road, Mr, Langevin stated that now 
storehouses and wharves would have to be 
provided, as well a8 increased accommodas- 
tlon for emigrants. The steamers had coat 

17,000 more than anticipated, but they 
would be ready by the opening of the ses~ 
son, That part of the road tor fifty-five 
miles from Thunder Bay would require 
fresh gravel, The sum of $60,000 was 
also yoted fora bridge over Red River at 
Fort Garry, the only means of crossing now 
being by scow, and great inconvenience 
was experienced thereby, In answer to 
Mr. Mackenzie, Hon, Mr. Langevin stated 
that the work would have to be maintain 
‘ed by the Dominion, as the local authorities 
had not the means,

Tncrease of Salaries, 


Right Hon. Sir John A. Mecdonald has 
given notice of the following motions for 
‘Lhursday, the 24th inst. : 

“Dhat it is expedient to increase the 
salaries of the Judges of the several Prov- 
inces as follows, viz;—To add 20 per cent 
to the present salaries of the Judges of the 
Supreme Courts in’ the Provinces of On- 
tario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, who now receive $5,000 per 
annum or upwards, To add 25 per cent 
to the present salaries of the Judges of the 
Supreme Courts in the Provinces ot On- 
tario, Noya Scotia, New Brunswick, Mani- 
toba, and British Columbia, who now res 
ceive salaries under $5,000, per annum, 
except the senior Puisne Judge of, the Su- 
preme Court of British Columbia, already 
sufficlently provided for, To add the sum 
of $1,000 per annum to the present salary 
of the presiding Judge of the Court of 
Errox and Appeal for Ontario, being twenty 
percentot the increased salary of the 
Chief Justice of the Cuurt of Queen's 
Benob of Ontario, the office formerly held 
by the present presiding Judge of the uaid 
Court of Error and Appeal. 

That the Legislature of the Province 
ot Quebec, having, at its now last session, 
enacted that the Supreme Court, for that 
Province shall be composed of one, Ohief 
Justice and twenty-five Puisne Judges, 
instead of one Chief Justice and nineteon 
Puisne Judges, as at present, itis expedient 
to provide that the twenty-five Puisne 
Judges shall receive the salaries following, 
that 18 to say :—Ten Puiane Jadges-of the 
said Court, $4,000 per annum each ; twelve 
Puisne Judges of the said Court, $8,700 
per annum each ; three Puisne Judges of 
the said Court, $2,800 per annum euch, and 
that to such several last mentioned salaries 
shall be added the increase of twenty five 
por cent.

The Napance Beaver thus notes the com 
pletion of one of the finest steam saw milla 
io the Dominion, at Mill Point:—‘ Tho 
new steam saw mill bas through the most 
indomitable energy and ability of H. B, 
Rathbun & Son, risen truly phoenix like 
from its ashes, and 1s now in full blast. 
The old mill was burned on the 4th of 
September last, and in eight months of the 
most inclement season of the year, the new 
mill has taken its place, The mill is built 
ot solid stone masonry, the walls being 
from three to four feet in thickness. The 
building {8 about 100 feet square, two 
stories high, with an iron roof upon 4 self. 
Supporting frame, and hae a very grand 
aod Smposing appearance, The smoke 
stack is of brick, thirteen {yet square at tho 
base, over 180 feet high, and has a very 
lofty and monumental looking sppearunce, 
Two powerful 75-horse power engines 
manufactured at Brown's foundry,in Belle- 
ville, are driven by six large boilera, in 
which the steam can be got up in twenty 
minutes, “These two nginea work upon 
one shaft, and drive the main sbaft, which 
is over ninety feet long, and is attached by 
heavy rubber belts49 the entire working 
machinery of the mill—contuining eight 
gangs of saws with butting, lath, picket 
and hoading saws, The logs are brought 
from the pond by two endless chain eleva« 
tors, and the sawdust ia carrie’ from tho 
sawa by machinery and deposited in the 
foroacea where it assists in raising steam, 
The steam works and engine room are 
separated from the main building by a fire 
proof stone wall. The oatimated work of 
tho mill is 100,000 feet of lamber every 
twelve hours, besides lath, picket and 
heading. The entire cost of the building 
and machinery cannot be less than $100, - 
000, Tho mill goea like a top and ia well 
worthy of a visit, if any person wishes to 
witness a great engineering enterprise,”

Smith Sound is navigablo and in the true 
Passage tothe Polar Sea, which be seems 
to have reached, though dnven back by 


sledge party crossed Kano's Polar sea, 
which they pronounced to be a strait about 
fifteen miles wide. There was an appear~ 
ance of open water to the north, The res- 
cued party suffered yery much, during 
their dreary drift, trom hunger and cold. 
For the last two months they ate raw seal 
and polar bear when they could get it. 
When met by the Tigress, they showed 
evident signs of their great sufferings, but 
during the nine dayathey bave been on 
board they have improved vastly, and are 
now intair health, The party ore in 
charge of the United States Consul, and 
will arrive in St. Johns on Monday next. 


The following statement was furnished 
by Capt, Tyson :—‘* On the 24th of August, 
1871, we left Tessimack, and went through 
Smith’s Sound, We succeeded in getting 
as far north as latitude 82 16, when we re- 
turned and wintered at Polaris Bay in Jati- 
tude 81.88, longitude 61.44. We were 
frozen up until the 5th of September. On 
the 10th of October Capt. Hall started on a 
sledge journey north, and returned on the 
24th, whon he was taken sick and died on 
ithe 8th of November, He was buried on 
the1ith, The attack that carried him off 
was said to be apoplexy, We passed 
Polaris Bay on the 18th of June, 
1872.. We attempted to reach north 


with two boats. We bailed our 
other boat on shere and returned 
overland on the 8th of July. We 


started for homeon the 12th of August, 
and on the 15th were beset with ice in 
latitude 80.02. We drifted from there 
down to Jatitude 77.85, when we encoun- 
tered a heavy south-west gale, the ship 
being under heavy pressure, 


On the night of the 15th we commenced 
landing provisions, &c,, on the 1ce, the 
vessel being reported leaking very badly 
at times. We continued landing provisions 
for two or three hours when the pressure 
ceased, I went on board the vessel and 
asked the sailing master if the vessel was 
leaking any more water than usual. He 
reported that she was not. I then went 
to the pumpa and ascertained that sho was 
not making any more t! she was doing 
allsummer. I went on the ice again, and 
shortly after it began to crack. In a few 
minutes afterward it broke in many places. 
The vessel broke from her fastenings and 
was soon lost to sight in the darkness and 
storm. On the broken ice were most of our 
provisions to sastain the party during the 
winter, and, seeing nothing of the veasel, 
we attempted to reach shore in the hope of 
flading natives to assist us in ling through 
the winter. On getting about half way to 
shore with our heavily laden boats, our 
progress became hard by the drifting ice 
and I was compelled to hal on the ice 
again, At thia time I succeeded in saving 
fourteen cans of pennican, eleven and a 
halt bags of bread, ten dozen one and two 

jonod cans of meat and soup, fourteen 

ame, nod a small bag of chocolate weigh» 
ing twenty pounds, ox skins, blankets and 
4 number of rifles and abundant ammuni- 
tion, In the morning, knowing that T had 
not provisions enough and other articles 
of food, clothing, compasses, d&c,, on the 
abatement of the gale, I endeavoured to 
shoot as many seals ag possible, both for 
food, light and fuel, but could only get 
three, owing to bad weather having set in. 
T supposed the wind to be about soath- 
west. 


On its clearing up, I found myself with- 
in about eight milea of what I. supposed 
to be the east coast, and about thirty or 
forty miles below the ship, Tho ice being 
weak, I could not transport boats and pro- 
visions to land until it grew stronger. 
While here I discovered my other boat, 
bread, &c,, and saved all, The ice grow 
firm, I made another attempt to reach 
shore, carrying everything in the boats and 
dragging them on their keel. The ico 
being excecdingly rough, “we stove both 
boats, Wesucceeded on the 1st of No- 
vember in getting about halt way to shore, 
Night came on usand very stormy wea- 
ther. In the morning the ice was broken, 
and we were drifting southward very fast. 
We saw no moro land for many days, the 
bad weather continuing all through the 
month of November. We built snow 
houses and made ourselves ag' comfortable 
49 we could. We were ten white men, two 
Kequimaux, two women and five cbildren 
in all, We succeeded in killing a few 
goals, which furnished ps with Nght and 
fuel with which to warm our scanty allow- 
ance of food through the darkness of the

Miss Nightingale gives the following ad- 
vice: ‘There is no reason to believe that 
not afew of the apparently unaccountable 
causes of scrofula among children proceed 
from the habit of sleeping with the head 
under the bedclothes, and so inhaling air 
already breathed, whioh is further contam» 
inated by oexhalationa from the skin. 
Patients are sometimes given to a similar 
habit; and it often happend that the bed- 
clothes are so disposed that the pationt 
must necessarily breathe alr more or leas 
contaminated by exbelations from tho skin. 
A good nurdé will be careful to attend to 
this, It is an important part, #0 to speak, 
of ventilation, It may be worth while to 
romark that when thero l# ony danger of 
bed sores, a blanket should never be placed 
Onder the. patient. It retains dampooss 
and acta like a poultico, Never use any- 
thing but light Whitney blankets as bed 
covering for the sick, Tho heavy, imper 
vious cotton counterpano ia bad, for the 
very reason that it keops the emanations 
from thesick porson, while tho blanket 
allowa them to pasa through.

high monntains elevating ther beads to ap al~ 
titude of at least ton thousand foot. Tho city 
Je ot on altitude of about olght thousend. The 
mines about the city are of vast extent, and are 
producing large amounts of the precious motal 
(Silver) daily,” Stilt would not adyise avy of 
my friends to emigrate to this country io the 
hopes of making a fortune, The principal 
mines are Owned by heavy capitalists in Now 
York Clty, London and San Francisco. There 
Je vory littlo show for prospecting at present as 
the country has been hunted vigilantly for tho 
last two seasons. Tho wages at all the mines 
now working is three dollars per day and board 
—four dollars where the miner or workman 
boards himself, We live as well is any people 
in the world, for working men ; have plenty of 
eggs, poultry, beef, pork and mutton, all at the 
price of niné dollars por week, 

Although only twenty-eight miles from the 
great contro of Sormon! jam, Salt Lake City, we 
do not allow the religion to affect us to any 
alarming extent. Wo are here for mines and 
money and not for religion or glory. 

Balt Lake City t6 a place that we often have 
occasion to visit to procuré our supplies, in fact 
it ja the great central depot for thie mining 
county. There are as many Gentiles (as we out- 
aidera are called) doling business in Balt Lake 
Clty a8 Mormons, In trading we observe no 
distinction, bat go where we can get the moat 
for our money, Tho sensation telegrams that 
aro recelyed through the country in regard to 


the difficultics betwoou Mormons and Gentiles 
are generally the fabrications of the brain of our 
associated Press wgent. te hates the Mormons 
and they fully reciprocate bis love, He is now 
removed, which wus & consummation heartily 
to be wished by both Mormons and Gent'les, 

Only about one-fourth of the Mormons are 
polygamists. They all fully believe in the doc. 
tring, but are not able to support more than one 
family ; although could state lnstances where 
the polygamous hnisband was supported by bis 
wiyes. Thoéjcity of Salt Lake js undoubtedly 
one of tho finest cltitain the United States, 
It has been bullt up among the perils of an In- 
dian warfare and on a desert of sage brush and 
grouse wood, No one but’ party of religious 
fanatics would ever have thought to locate their 
Stakes of Zion tn such a forbidding region, 
Their industry and energy have paid them well. 
They have fine farms, splendid orchards and a 
string of settlements extending from Bear River 
on the north to the Colorado River, on the 
south (a distance of eix hundred miles) and now 
number o population of about one hundred 
thousand. ‘Their religion does not bother the 
miner, but he ls to agreat extent dependent 
upon them for his supplies, which the Mormons 
furnish cheerfully for the cash and no questions 
asked. This {sa good country for WN tel 
man as he ie well paid for his muscle, but if 
aby of your readers think that they can fod 
golden apples in Utah by the coming we would 
réspectfully advise them to stay in the Domin- 
jon, What we need here Is men with plenty of 
money to develope our mines, and miners with 
plenty of perseverance and muscle.

South Hastings Teachers Asso- 
clation. 


This Association held its regular monthly 
meoting on the 17th inst. 

After the dispoahl of the usual preliminary 
business, Mr. Inspector Johnston proceeded to 
analyzo & number of difficult sentences selected 
fromthe Fourth Book of Lessons, besides a 
great many that the Teachers had met with jo 
teaching, This induced several yery interest.

‘The first subject taken up during the after- 
noon scesion was Mental Arithmetic, by Mr, 
TappatCr Johnston, the chair belng occupied 
by the Vice-Président, Mr. Irwin. 

Mr Johnston said that he considered it one of 
the most Important subjects we bave to teach, 
and children should be taught to add mentolly 
before taking thelr slates, so that they would 
not hayeto resort toany of those plana of 
counting such us counting the fingers or notches 
in the side of tho slate. Teach them the addi- 
on, subtraction, multiplication and division 
tables, giving plenty of questions involving the 
several rules, He always found that the popu 
would get Rong DOr without books, but It 
Was necessary that the teacher should haye one.

derstand the reasoning, then another then let 
oll who have lt worked out raise the hand, avd 
then call upon one to stand up and give the 
analysis of the question, If they are notable to 
go through it help them, Give plenty of prac- 
tical questions, such as willbe useful Jo after 
life, and keop them thoroughly reyiewed up at 
alltimes,. In answer to questions he sald there 
was no alithorized mental arithmetic, and that 
he would haye the Class three times a we 
and not less than halfan Hour each tine.

small, 80 that they will nottire with standing.

Manslaughter in Stirling. 


We to-day received particulara ofan unfor- 
tunate occurrence which happened in the 
village of Stirling on Friday Inst, and which 
has resulted in the finding of a verdict by a 
Coroner’s| Jury tantamount tamanslaughter 
against ono Napier Maybee. It appears 
that a man named James Goodwin, who be- 
longs near Picton, and had been staying in 
Stirling for some weeks previously, had been 
drinking freely—in fact, was “on a apreo,” 
Whilst intoxicated he fellin with Maybee, 
who joined him in his carouse and took him 
to his (Maybeo’s) home. Goodwin being 
reatloas and unable to aleep, Maybee went to 
a drog storo and purchased twenty grains of 
morphine, nearly twoof which he gave to 
the deceased, who, not finding the rellef he 
was sooking, got hold of the paper and took 
about slx grains more, according to Maboo's 
statement making in alleight, The result 
was death in the course of one or two hours, 
Maybeoe, who isin the habit of taking mor 
phine aod opium, asserts that he took the re- 
mainder, about twelve grains, himself, Cors 
oner Hamilton held an investigation on Sat- 
urday niorning, when, after hearing the 
evidence in the matter, the Jury returned a 
vordiot that the deceased came to his death 
from an overdose of morphine, administered 
PLY by Napier Mayboo and partly by 
himself, and that Maybee muat be deemed 
guilty of manslaughter, 

Mayboo absconded before the inquest was 
held, Hein said to bave been in town on 
Saturday, but his whereabouts {a at present
